That is why carols and book counters are 
inked together in my mind. Perhaps it is 
ust my personal experience No, not wholly, 
for I have seen you, Gentle Reader, treadinsr 
he same glamorous path to the bookshop. I 
ind you there browsing with me in mid-No¬ 
vember. As yet we are not really thinking of 
Christmas lists, but the lure of the book is 


on us. The counters are piled high and stock 
seems all new minted. Some iamiliar but 
immovable titles have lost their place on the 
counter until January sales, important bio¬ 
graphies stand in white boxed monuments, 
new records of far travel can be sampled thru 
the pictures, companionable anthologies ap¬ 
pear in likeable leather bindings. A boy comes 
hurrying up with a high pile of bright-jack¬ 
eted novels to remind us that the season of 
fast dwindling book stacks is at hand. 

The children’s department is smiling to its 
very outposts with picture books fresh opened, 
glorious editions of the old favorites and good 
food for dreaming boy or blossoming girl. 

Here one detects the first hum that means 
the holidays, the quicker step of the manager, 
the merrier eye of the clerk. There is the 
stimulus of leafing thru the new book and the 
joy of re-examining the proven and the prac¬ 
tical. It is very likely that your pencil makes 
a few jottings of the suggestions that come to 
mind for brother or neighbor or nephew. 

And then, just as November turns from 
sight, the full Christmas list is ready and writ¬ 
ten up in neat hand in the pocket diary. Then 
comes the happy freedom to indulge a book- 
lover’s instinct—to stack up a good pile of 
books and to hope your good friends are do¬ 
ing the same. The aisles are fuller now, but 
with a friendly, jostling Christmas crowd. You 
can browse at will or ask for eagerly given 
help in selection. You can buy that biography 
for a close friend, knowing it means happy 
winter evenings, or can send an art book to 
someone who has that taste in common with 
your own love of the beautiful, or you can 
add to the home table a volume of American 
history, some new poetry, a humorous story, 
a never outlived classic, or a particularly de¬ 
lightful children’s picture book. 

Tho you try to do your Christmas shopping 
early, perhaps you are not wholly regretful if 
the shopping takes you back to the book coun¬ 
ters again during that last festive week. It is 
pretty crowded now and the newer clerks show 
signs of frazzled tempers but they welcome 
the real book-lovers and accomplish prodigious 
exploits of imagination and insight in fitting 
the right book to the right need, slipping cards 
under the covers, and arranging safe packing. 

As you call back a Merry Christmas to the 
friendly salesman and give best wishes .to the 
proprietor, you go out into the crisp air full 
of the happy spirit that is Christmas and ready 
to call Merry Christmas to every friendly 
soul you meet or to sing aloud “God Rest You 
Merry, Gentlemen.”

HEY- had been talking of Christmas. 

“Of course,” said the visitor, “there 
will be books under the tree.” 

The Mother of Four shrugged her shoul¬ 
ders. “It seems such a waste of money. In 
three hours the book is finished and forgotten, 
and that’s the end of it.” 

The Mother of Four was mistaken-per¬ 
haps that might have been not the end but the 
beginning. For the lives of many men and 
women have been wonderfully changed by the 
reading of a single volume that carried to 
them the inspiration of an idea and a faith. 

Someone should have told the Mother of 
Four that whenever a reader sits down with 
a biography of one of the world’s great men 
the book invariably records a continuous and 
intimate association with bodks. Somehow, 
this seems to force the conclusion that there is 
some alliance between book-reading and attain¬ 
ment. Charles M. Schwab, the steel magnate, 
two years ago told the men of Princeton Uni¬ 
versity that books played a part in what we 
call “getting on.” He said that the principal 
asset needed in business was imagination. He 
told how it could be cultivated: the best of 
music, the best of pictures—the best of books. 

What he meant, of course, speaking especial¬ 
ly of books, was that the imagination of the 
writer reached out and touched the imagina¬ 
tion of the reader. Spark produced spark, 
flame produced flame. Dickens, in some of his 
novels, moved the imaginations of Englishmen 
and worked miracles of social reform. Har¬ 
riett Beecher Stowe may be said to have crys- 
talized the anti-slavery sentiment with “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin.” Cervantes laughed the flam¬ 
boyant business of knights errantry out of exist¬ 
ence. "Old' Ironsides”’ was saved by an im¬ 
passioned poem. If books will set a torch be¬ 
fore the tired eyes of men, what wonders will 
they not work in the fresh, keen, plastic minds 
of boys and girls? 

There was a naval officer, for instance, who 
came by chance upon a book that told of the 
many attempts to reach the North Pole. Now, 
this was not a boy, drinking in the wonder and 
magic of a tale, but a mature man of science, 
educated at Annapolis—one trained to hold 
his feet against a storm of emotions and to 
weigh and consider. Yet that book touched 
some part of him that had never been touched 
before. He began to dream of Polar explora¬ 
tion. He spent his time reading and con¬ 
templating what he should do if the chance 
ever came to try his mettle. _ 

His chance came. He sailed for the Pole, 
not once but many times. The fire that the 
book had started would not be quenched. And 
then he sailed away again. The months passed 
—weary months for those who were waiting, 
and wondering, and fearing. And one day the 


world was electrified by a message “Stars and 
Stripes nailed to the North Pole.” The name 
signed to it was Peary. 

Somebody has said that this great American 
began his search for the Pole in the little 
bookshop in the city of Washington where he 
found the book that changed the current of all 
his thoughts. What would the Mother of Four 
give, I wonder, for the book that would in¬ 
spire her boys or her girls to like endeavor! 

There was another American who, as a lad, 
came to know the waterfront of San Fran¬ 
cisco at a time when the San Francisco docks 
represented one of the toughest, roughest spots 
in the western hemisphere. Ho left school at 
an early age, and went to work on these same 
docks. He worked among men who drank 
heavily. Thinking it was a manly thing to do, 
the poor, mistaken lad drank with them and 
took a pride in the capacity he developed. 
From the dock it was but a step to shipboard. 
He became a sailor. Life, for him, seemed 
to hold no future and no goal. 

One day he came ashore in one of the Cali¬ 
fornia coast cities and his steps took him to 
the reading room of the public library. Purely 
by chance he picked up a magazine. It was a 
boys’ and girls’ monthly, and in it was a story 
of the sea that reached into his soul and 
stirred something there. He quit the sea and 
the docks. He entered high school and began 
to fight to recover lost ground. He worked 
days at hard, arduous labor, and studied until 
far into the nights. He completed high school. 
He even achieved the miracle of a year at the 
State university. Then gold was discovered 
in Alaska. Adventurer that he was, he made 
the trip over* the Yukon Trail. After a time 
he returned. He had not found gold, but he 
had found something of equal value. He be¬ 
gan to write. Today the English-speaking 
world knows him and pays homage to his 
memory. He was Jack London. 

I pity the boy or girl who misses a share 
of books. Romance and drama, tears and 
laughter, adventure and suspense! The tale 
that captivates and thrills, and leaves some¬ 
thing in its wake that all the years after can 
neither smother or crush. Only two years ago 
a magazine published a serial that^ dealt with 
the value of high school education. More 
than one thousand boys wrote to the editor 
of that magazine and said the story had 
changed their plans to leave school. More than 
a hundred boys who had already left high 
school read the book, threw up their jobs and 
went back to their classrooms. For the story 
had touched their imaginations and had made 
them vision education in a new light. 

And the Mother of Four thinks books rep¬ 
resent three hours of enjoyment and nothing 
else. The pity of it!
